That alone caused Teddy 
Lewis to change his mind and 
the fight was staged -with Mr 
Jack Smith, of Manchester, 05 
referee. Jack used to act os my 
M. C, and I considered him to 
be quite sound os a referec. 


But the fight itsetf*’ was” 
pitifully one-sided, Wilde was 
being opposed ‘by o World 
Champion who, according to all 
rules, English or American, and 
apart from any question of fair 
piny, would have been asked 
to relinquish his title. 


By the time Herman entered 
the ring he was nearer Ost. than 
8st. Dib. ond J was not surprised 
to hear that when ie went 
back to America he hid much 
less money than he expected to 
recelve. : 

As carly as the second round 
1 begged Teddy Lewls to throw 
in the towel, but Mrs. Wilde, sit-_ 
ting near us, knew her husband's 
opinion of surrender and she 
would not allow it. 

Poor Jimmy took a heap of 
punishment, but he was - still 
fighting back In the 17th round 
when Jack Smith stopped the 
contest and declared Herman the 
winner, Z 

That was Jimmy Wilde's Jast 
fight.in England and indeed was 
regarded as the last of his ring 
career. For more than two 
years he ectticd down to his 
cinema, business, with occastonal 
‘appearance ‘for charity. 

Somehow this change of oc- 
cupation produced a gradual In- 
crease. in weight. The skin and 
bones of his fighting days begun 
to vanish and he became quite a 
portly little fgure, something 
ne we sec him now’‘at the ring- 
side.
